‘Steel Firm Requests 


Dismissal of Charges 


Dismissal of state charges 
that Granite City Steel Co. con- 
tributed to excessive air pollu- 
tion is sought in a motion filed 
by the steel firm Thursday with 
the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board—alleging that legislation 
creating the state board and 
the’ Environmental Protection 
Agency is unconstitutional. 

As a_ result, representatives 
of Granite City Steel Co. are to 
meet in Chicago Feb. 1 with 
the Environmental Protection 
Agency for a second conference 
on the complaint charging the 
company with air pollution and 
asking penalties that could 
range from $400,000 to as high 
as $2.5 million under maximum 
assessments allowed by law. 

The motion to dismiss the 
complaint was filed by the steel 
company’s attorneys with the 
state board Thursday during a 
conference in the city hall here 
concerning evidence to be in- 
troduced later when the case 
is heard, An attorney for the 
firm said the motion challenges 
the power and authority of the 
Illinois Pollution Control Board 
and the constitutionality of the 
statute itself. 

Ruling in February 

Samuel Lawton Jr., hearing 
officer for the state air board, 
is not’ expected to rule on the 
motion before mid - February 
since steel firm attorneys have 
until Jan. 23 to file briefs on 
their dismissal motion and the 
EPA has another 14 days to 
file an- answer, 

The charges against Granite 
City Steel Co. were filed Nov. 
8 in the first major control ac- 
tion taken by the new Environ- 
mental Protection Agency since 
it went into operation last July 
1. The bill alleged the steel 
firm has been violating clean 
air laws since June, 1967. 

The steel company’s dismis- 


sal motion attacks the air 
board’s complaints on several 
grounds, including the  state’s 
“sweeping and overbroad” def- 
inition of air pollution. The mo- 
tion said the standards of guilt 
are left up to the Pollution Con- 
trol Board and therefore abridg- 
es the right of any firm or per- 
son to due process of law. 
Action on the motion will 
mean that members of the 
five-man state board will be 
ruling, in effect, upon its own 
existence. If Lawton refuses to 
dismiss the case, a full-scale 
hearing is expected to be sche- 
duled within 30 to 60 days.

More than 60 individuals 
whose daily routine involves 
public protection and welfare, 
municipal government and in- 
formation dissemination in the 
Quad-City area will embark 
Thursday on a simulated train- 
ing exercise geared to a hypo- 
thetical but realistic emergency 
situation. 

The Emergency Operations 
Simulation Training (EOST) ex- 
ercise will be conducted here 
under the auspices of the De- 
partment of the Army, the Of- 
fice of Civil Defense, Region 4, 
the Illinois Civil Defense Agen- 
cy and the University of Ili- 
nois-Division of University Ex- 
tension Services. 

Directing the full scale train- 
ing operation are Dr, John P. 
Liggett, Dr. Thomas C. Kenner- 
ty and J, Russell Morris of the 
University of Illinois, and Wil- 
liam L. Eisele, Southwest Ili- 
nois Mutual Aid Area Coordina- 
tor. 

Preparations for the EOST 
have taken place here during 
the past six weeks with the 
U. of I. consultants meeting 
with local government officials, 
health-welfare agency directors, 
municipal department heads 
and civil defense staff members 
to design the framework for 
the exercise around the person- 
nel and resources, available in 
Granite City, Dr. Kennerty ‘ex- 
plained last week.

Governor Asks U. S. Take 
New Look at Depot Closing 


An in-depth analysis and re- 
consideration of issues involved 
in the U.S. government order to 
shut down the Granite City 
Army Depot has been requested 
by Illinois Governor Richard B. 
Ogilvie. 

The request was made in a 
letter to Melvin R. Laird, Sec- 
retary of Defense, in which the 
governor expressed “particular 
concern over the immediate 
economic hardship that the 
closure would bring to depot 
employes and the surrounding 
communities.”” 

Under a Department of De- 
fense order last year, the Gran- 
ite City Army Depot is to be 
phased out of operation by July 
31 this year. Efforts by civic 
groups, union organizations and 
area political and business lea- 
ders failed fo bring a reversal 
of the closure order. 

Ogilvie said in the letter that 
his office has received more 
than 15,000 petitions urging that 
the action be reconsidered. 


The governors letter. to Laird: 
“On March 5 it was announced 
that the Granite City Army 
Depot in Granite City, Ilinois 
would be sold as surplus prop- 
1 am writing you to urge 
a more in-depth analysis 
nd reconsideration of the 
issues be made before a final 
decision is reached on the 
Depot. 

“My concern reflects not only 
a review of the past and possi- 
ble future contributions to the 
national defense that the Army 
Depot installation has, and may 
make, but also a particular 
concern over the immediate 
economic hardship that the 
closure would bring to Depot 
employes and the surrounding 
communities. 

“The installation is within 
close proximity of the conflu- 
ence of the Illinois, Missouri, 
and Mississippi Rivers permit- 
ting direct water access by

But Chancellor 
Wants to Stay

Dr. John S. Rendleman gave 
a spirited defense of his role 
as executor of the estate of the 
late Secretary of State Paul 
Powell Saturday, saying he has 
no intention of resigning as 
chancellor of Southern Illinois 
University-Southwestern. 

Rendleman, flanked by his 
three attorneys, spoke at a 
press conference in which he 
said he is unable to understand 
why public criticism’ of the 
$300,000 cash hoard found in 
Powell's belongings “is now be- 
ing directed not at Mr. Powell, 
but at the executor of his 
estate, a man who had nothing 
whatsoever to do with the 
money or with Mr. Powell's 
political activities. 

He said he was surprised, but 
not angry, at criticisms directed 
at him by Governor Richard B. 
Ogilvie, but that he did not in- 
terpret the governor's statement 
on Friday as a request to re- 
sign. 

In response to questions, Ren- 
dleman and Attorney Robert 
Oxtoby of Springfield, reiter- 
ated the dates on which items 
of Powell’s estate were found 
and placed in safekeeping. Ox- 
toby said he first notified Ili- 
nois Attorney General William 
J. Scott of the discovery of the 
$800,000 cache in Powell's apart- 
ment at Springfield on Nov. 7. 

Extended Search 

The money was found on Oct. 
13, but immediate disclosure of 
the find by Rendleman was 
withheld to permit complete 
searches of Powell's home_in 
Vienna, an -apartment in Chi- 
cago and his offices, Oxtoby 
said. 

Other attorneys with Rendle 
man at the press conference 
Saturday morning were James 
Gorman, president of the Madi- 
son County Bar Association 
who defended Rendleman’s 
handling of the estate, and Jo- 
seph Lowery of East St. Louis. 

Gorman Said there was noth-

ing wrong with Rendleman’s 
acceptance of the appointment 
as executor or his handling of 
the estate. With reference to 
Gov. Ogilvie’s critiscism, Gor- 
man said “Responsible public 
officials should not comment 
until all the facts are in." 

One reporter asked Gorman 
if he were aware that Ogilvie 
also is an attorney. 

“yes,” Gorman replied. 
“That’s why I’m so concerned. 
I don't think any responsible 
person, let alone an attorney, 
could charge that he (Rendle- 
man) has acted irresponsibly 
in the fulfillment of his duties.” 

Rendleman said that had he 
known large amounts of cash 
were to become involved in the 
estate “I would not have ac- 
cepted the appointment (as 
executor).”” 

The chancellor said- that he

“Much of what follows has 
been said before. However, 
there needs to be complete un 
derstanding of my role as exec- 
utor of Paul Powell's Estate, 


“Paul Powell asked me to be 
the executor for his estate sev- 
eral years ago. I had come to 
know Mr. Powell fairly well 
through appearances in Spring- 
field as a representative of 
Southern Illinois University, and 
had previously handled the set- 
tlement of the estate of Mr. 
Powell's late wife. 

“The duties of an executor 
are to see that the estate is 
preserved intact until the will 
can be carried out in ‘accord- 
ance with the wishes of the de- 
ceased. A detailed inventory 
must be filed with the Probate 
Court. An executor does not act 
on his own impulses but must 
follow specific instructions set 
forth in the law. 

“I have been crtiticized for 
my handling of the more than 
$800,000 which I found in Mr. 
Powell's apartment in the St. 
Nicholas Hotel in Springfield on 
Oct. 13. Yet I have acted every 
step of the way in full accord- 
ance with the responsibilities 
of an executor for this estate as 
those responsibilities were inter- 
preted by my lawyers, Robert 
Oxtoby and Joseph Lowery9 and 
A. D. Van Meter, the banker in 
Springfield who opened his bank 
after it had been closed for the 
day to deposit the money in a 
vault. 

“T have no idea where the 
cash came from, how it was 
accumulated, or what purpose 
Mr. Powell had in mind. 

“At the time when I discov- 
ered this money, I realize that 
there might well be substantial 
tax and oth liabilities in- 
volved. I also realized that my 
primary responsibility was to 
first make sure that Mr, Pow- 
ell’s estate was not diminished 

ile in my care and that the 
right of the various heirs were 
protected. 

“My Powell maintained an 
apartment in Chicago and a 
home in Vienna, Illinois, as well 
as his apartment in Springfield. 
Having found $800,000 at one, I 
had lo assume there might well 
be substantial additional cash 
caches at the others. I also 
knew full well that there was 
every chance of their being 
ransacked once the news of the 
$800,000 was made’ public. 

“My duties as Chancellor of 
Southern Illinois University at 
Edwardsville require a great 
deal of time. I accepted the po- 
sition of executor for Mr. Pow- 
ell’s estate because he had, over 
the years, been a staunch and 
loyal supporter of Southern Illi- 
nois University and he request- 
ed me to do so. 

“Thus, it was not a matter of 
taking a day to go to Chicago 
and another day to go to Vienna. 
As a matter of fact, I made 
three separate inspections of the 
house in Vienna before I was 
satisfied that there was no cash 

ed on the premises. 

“All of this took time. How- 
ever, | was advised by my at- 
torney that as executor I must 
take every reasonable precau- 
tion to make sure the assets of 
the estate were not dissipated

Boost; To Hold Hearings

The Illinois Commerce Com- 
mission suspended Friday pro- 
poged rate increases by the 
Southwestern Bell Telephone 
Co., assuring full-scale hearings 
on|the rate increase petition 
filed by the utility Dec. 18. 

‘The proposed increase sought 
by the company would produce 
additional revenue of approxi- 
mately $2.2 million per year. 

If granted, the proposed in- 
creases would affect virtually 
all categories of phone service 
in the Quad-City area. Rate 
boosts in Granite City and the 
adjacent area, on the basis of 
the ICC petition, would include 
the following:

Explorers Tour Prison-

“It's not for me,” commented 
Terry Toth, president of Ex- 
plorer Post 10-4, as 18 Quad- 
City Explorers got into their 
cars to return home—after a 
day in prison. 


Accompanied by Chief of 
Police Frank Dutko of Madison, 
Don Bridick, Madison police 
officer, and’ Walter “Mick” 
Strange, the Explorers ‘toured 
the Illinois State Penitentiary 
at Pontiac last week to view 
first hand the internal opera- 
tions of a penal institution, 

It was a busy day of signing 
admission rosters, being 
searched, passing. through elec- 
tronic metal detectors and tour- 
ing different sections of the 
prison with prison guards as 

scorts. 


Upon entering the front gate 
house, the Explorers and their 
adult | companions were  re- 
qutred to “sign in’ and leave 
all their personal belongings. 
The youths then passed through 
the first metal detector and 
lined up under direction of 
three guards, 

Line Up in Pairs 

Lining up jn pairs, a head 
count was made and checked 
against the sign-in roster; when 
the Sergeant at the gate house 
gave his approval the guards 
started the group to the admin- 
istration building a half block 
away. 

Two security doors were un- 
locked for the group to enter 
the lobby of the administration 
building, where they were met 
by Assistant Warden Don 
Harvey. 

Four more heavily - barred 
doors and head counts took the 
group inside the prison. Pontiac 
is one of the most modern cor- 
rectional institutions in the 
country with several programs 
designed to make the inmates 
constructive citizens when they 
return to society. 

Handling younger inmates, 
basically from 18 to 35, Pontiac 
has 1,200 prisoners. 

Warden Harvey is the first 
Negro Warden in the prison’s 
history and hé has done much 
to ease racial tensions behind 
the wall. 

There are approximately 800 
Negroes and 400 white prison- 
ers, Warden Harvey said, One 
of the problems here is that we 
have militants who just aren't 
mature engugh to use good 
sense, and it frequently takes 
them a long time to get them- 
selyes together after they get 
here.” 

While visiting the cell blocks, 
it was noted that the new ones 
are only two tiers high. The old 
ones were eight and ten tiers 
high 

Each prisoner has his own 
small cell in which he spends at 
Jeast 12 hours a day, seven days 
a week, for several years 

The cells have a bunk, a 
place for clothes and head 
phones on which the prisoners 
may receive one of three radio 
station: 

May Earn School Credits 

While in prison, a man may 
earn credit) for schooling from 
the first grade through two 
years of college. Inmates are 
used as teachers in many cases 

Trades stich as auto mechan- 
ics, television and radio repair, 
plumbing, cookin‘g, baking, 
carpentry are all taught by pro- 
fessional craftsmen. 

The teen-age Explorers had a 
taste of prison food and were 
surprised to find that it was 
better than they had expected 
‘The lunch included .hamburger, 
french fries and cole slaw, with 
ice cream for dessert. 

According to Warden Harvey, 
“More prison riots are started 
because of poor food than any 
other reason, The food here is 
not fancy, but we try to make 
it taste good and haye suffi- 
cent quantity. Most of our veg- 
etables and meats are raised on 
our prison farm.”

Number of Births in 1970 


Continues Upward Trend Alton Man President of 


A rapid increase in the num- 
ber of births in the Quad-Cities 
noted over the last five years 
continued during 1970 as 1,267 
local births were recorded, 
compared to 917 in 1966. In ad- 
dition, the number of deaths 
here in 1970 was the lowest 
since 1966. 

An increase of 72 births over 
1969 and 172 births over 1968 
was recorded here. In 1967 the 
Quad-Cities recorded 998 births, 
269 less than in 1970. 

Months with the highest num- 
ber of births in the’ Quad-Cities 
during 1970 were “December, 
with 120 births; July, which had 
119; September, in which 116 
births were recorded, and Octo- 
ber, with 114. The months with 
the lowest number of local 
births were November, August 
and April, with 92, 94 and 96, 
respectively. 

While the birth rate here has 
been increasing rapidly, the lo- 
cal death rate has remained 
steady. For the past eight years 
the number of Quad-City deaths 
has been in the 400’s. The 447 
figure in 1970 was the lowest 
since 444 deaths were recorded 
during 1966. The highest num- 
ber of deaths in the past five 
years was 479 in 1967. 1968 and

1969 recorded 449° and 468 
deaths, respectively. 

Fetal deaths in the area de- 
creased by three in 1970 from 
the 16 recorded .in 1969. This 
was the first year since 1966 
that the number of fetal deaths 
hhs declined. In that year, only 
six fetal deaths were noted, in 
1967 the number increased to 
11, in 1968 an increase of one 
was recorded and in 1969 the 
number jumped to 16.

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Merit System Has Helped America Advance 


The merit system began dis- 
placing the infamous “spoils 
system” 88 years ago, with the 
signing of the Civil Defense Act 
of Jan, 16, 1883, by President 
Arthur. 

Today the Act of 1883 and the 
merit ‘system still form the 
foundation for a modern person- 
nel system covering close to 
90% of the nearly 2.5-million 
federal employees in the United 
States. In 1883, only 10% of all 
federal jobs were under the 
merit system, 

In the St. Louis metropolitan 
area, federal workers number 
around 38,000. Principal federal 
offices and installations in this 
area include the U. S. Army Av- 
iation Systems Command, the 
Aeronautical Chart and Infor- 
mation Center and the U. S. 
Army Mobility Equipment Com- 
mand. 

The Darkest Days 

During the 50 years prior to 
passage of the Civil Service Act, 
after each national election the 
President and his top officials 
were plagued ‘by thousands of 
job seekers, and all regular 
Government activities Came to 
a standstill until’ the claims of 
the “spoilsmen’” were settled 
There was no stability in the 
federal work force to give conti- 
nuity to Government programs, 
and the appointees to govern- 
ment positions were frequently 
not qualified for their jobs. 

After the election of President 
Garfield in 1880, Charles A. Gui- 
teau was one of many job seek- 
ers who visited the White House 
daily to press ‘his claims for a 
job. Guiteau was unsuccessful, 
and his desire for revenge led 
him to commit a terrible act. 
On July 2, 1881, he shot Presi- 
dent Garfield in a Washington 
railroad station; the President 
died two and a half months 
later, 

Birth of the Merit System 

The assassination of President 
Garfield shocked the American 
people, and their demands for 
civil service reform resulted in 
the passage of the Civil Service 
Act, 16 months after Garfield's 
death 

The Civil Service Act estab- 
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lished the basis for selecting 
employes as the result of open 
competition in practical exami- 
nations. This guarantees the se- 
lection of the best qualified peo- 
ple available for the public serv- 
ice. The Act gave employes 
protection against political re- 
movals, demotions, and assess- 
ments, and it reaffirmed the 
veterans’ preference provisions 
already on the statute books. 

The Civil Service Act also es- 
tablished the administrative 
agency known as the Civil Serv- 
ice Commission. Initially, the 
functions of the commission 
were limited to accepting appli- 
cations, determining qualifica- 
tions, and setting up lists of eli- 
gibles. Over the years, these 
responsibilities have been in- 
creasingly supplemented by a 
broader function — to provide 
leadership in the development 
of an effective personnel pro- 
gram for the executive branch. 
Today, the Commission sets 
standards and offers agencies 
guidance and assistance in all 
phases of government personnel 
administration including trainin- 
ing, placement, promotion, 
transfers, grievance procedures, 
and labor relations. 

Today’s Career Service 

In addition to providing mod- 
ern efficient service to the pub- 
lic, civil servants are striving 
daily to find solutions to the so- 


cial, economic, and environ- 
mental problems which affect 
our Nation's well being. 

Government scientists are in 
the front ranks of those working 
to find cures for disease and 
mental disorders. Dr, Julius 
Axelrod: United States civil 
servant—is among the three re- 
cipients of the 1970 Nobel Prize 
for Medicine and Physiology. 
Dr. Axelrod’s pioneering re- 
search in the chemistry of nerve 
transmission was pursued at the 
National Institute of Mental 
Health where he is chief of the 
pharmacology section. 

Civil servants also have been 
in the forefront of America's 
space exploration program. On 
July 20, 1969, Neil Armstrong— 
spacecraft commander of Apol- 
lo 11, and a civil servant—be- 
came the first man to set foot 
on the moon. 

Career men and women in the 
newly. established Environmen- 
tal Protection Agency will like- 
wise be in the forefront of the 
national effort to control pollu- 
tion. 

Federal employes are respon- 
sible for scores of services that 
protect the public by insuring 
that foods and drugs are safe 
and pure and that products are 
honestly labeled and packaged. 
They control air traffic, predict 
the weather, and regulate our 
railroads. Civil servants admin- 
ister Social Security and veter- 

and they perform 
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hundreds of other services re- 
quired by the Anierican people. 

Modern discoveries pioneered 
by government employes in- 
clude the électronic computer, 
radar, drip-dry and stretch fab- 
Tics, frozen orange juice, and 
miniaturized electronic circuits. 

Expanding Opportunities 

The merit system has been 
strengthened over the years to 
meet changing needs. Recent 
improvements include the posi- 
tive actions taken by the federal 
government to assure that mem- 
bers of minority groups are able 
to compete on a truly equal and 
fair basis for employment and 
advancement in federal 
service. 

Other changes are designed to 
assure women that they will re- 
ceive equal consideration in 
filling government jobs. At 
present, women are found in 
nine-tenths of all white collar 
occupations in the federal gov- 
ernment. Geologist, nuclear en- 
gineer, customs inspector, and 
irrigation officer are only a few 
of the recent occupational 
breakthroughs by women in gov- 
ernment. 

A Valuable Asset 

President Nixon made this 
statement last year: “A compe- 
tent federal career service is 
one of our most valuable assets. 
Career employes provide the 
skills, continuity and profession- 
al knowledge needed to carry 
out complex national programs 
and to perform essential gov- 
ernmental services.” 

A competent federal career 
service is something that every 
citizen expects and deserves. 
The merit system was estab- 
lished on this high ideal, and 
for 88 years, it has been re- 
sponding to the changing needs 
of the American people.

“The same situation exists 
whether we are talking about 
Washington, D. C., or here,”

some, we believe the police

Dr. Kennerty said, “The pur- 
pose of the EOST is to bring you 
information . . . to show how a 
central operations room can 
successfully function. We are 
not here to criticize you or 
grade you. The same EOST 
plan can be adapted for use at 
the state, region, county or city 
level.” 

The disaster training program 
was devised for the National 
Office of Civil Defense in Wash- 
ington, D. C., by the Stamford 
Research consulting firm and 
developed from their research 
by the Systems Development 
Corporation, The same program 
has been presented at military 
installations and in large metro- 
politan areas, he explained. 

In CD Center 

For the EOST exercise, the 
main classroom area on the sec- 
ond floor of the civil defense 
center has been transformed 
into a working operations room. 
The CD building is the former 
downtown fire station . 

Long tables situated in tan- 
dem are divided into specific 
work areas for each civil de- 
fense and city service. Each 
working section is equipped 
with a teelphone connected for 
the special test with a “simula- 
tor” ldcated in an adjacent 
room. 

Huge maps, 10 feet high, sur- 
round the tables showing the bi- 
state metropolitan area (used 
to plot radiological fallout) and 
detail Granite City by street 
and block. 

Vari-colored symbols repre- 
senting police, fire, radiological 
and similar units will be used to 
plot and track every move dur- 
ing the exercise 

Other wall-sized boards to be 
utilized will reveal to what ex- 
tent public fallout shelters are 
populated, the position of emer- 
gency medical supplies and 
field evaluation teams. 

To Solve Problems 
Messages containing speci 
problems prepared in advance 
by local people in conjunction 
with the test directors will be 
received in the operations room 
where service heads will be re- 
quired to solve the complex 

series of questions. 

Those who have devised the 
problems will serve as the sim- 
ulators whose job, Dr. Kennerty 
explained, will be to plot the 
course of the exercise on dupli- 
cate maps in an adjacent room 
after a solution to each emer- 
gency condition is determined. 

The entire exercise will be 
concentrated into a two-hour 
period during which messages 
will arrive in the operations 
room at a rate of three every 
five minutes, the EOST direc-

Regional Report-New Interstate Highway Construction 


(illinois Metro East Industrial 
Development Corporation) 


Plans for three Interstate 
highway projects and 11 major 
non-interstate projects have 
been. announced for this region 
by the Illinois Division of High- 
ways. * 

The Interstate program in- 
cludes the building of Interstate 
64 from East St. Louis to Mount 
Vernon, the upgrading of 1-55 
from 1-270: to Illinois Rt. 4 by 
the addition of such items as 
frontage roads and lights, and 
the beginning of work: on the 
1-255 bridge over the Mississippi 
River, just north of the Jeffer- 
son Barracks Bridge. 

The nonnterstate program 
involves construction of four- 
lane pavements on Illinois 158 
from I-64 to Illinois 161, on U. S. 
Bypass fromglll. 13 to Ill. 159, on 
Ill, 140 from Fosterburg Road 
to Ill, 111, on Ill, 203 from 1-270 
south of Pontoon Road, and on 
Ill. 159 from Ill, 161 to Belle- 
ville. 

Other parts of the 1971 pro-

Howlett Only 


Officer Now 


In Third Consecutive Term 


Michael J. Howlett during the 
weekend completed 10 years of 
service as Illinois’ Auditor of 
Public Accounts. He was inau- 
gurated: Jan. 9, 1961 with Gov. 
Otto Kerner, Lt.-Gov. Samuel 
H. Shapiro, Secretary of State 
Charles Carpentier and Attor- 
ney General William G. Clark. 

He is the only constitutional 
officer of Illinois state govern- 
ment now serving his third con- 
secutive four-year term. Of the 
238 constitutional officers who 
have served since 1818, only 11 
others have served as long as 
Howlett in one office. 

Howlett is the only Auditor in 
Illinois history ever elected with 
a Governor of the opposite po- 
litical party. 

Although state government 
has grown. tremendously during 
the last 10 years, Howlett’s of- 
fice is doing more work with 
fewer personnel than just before 
he was elected. Illinois mean- 
while has become recognized as 
the best audited of the 50 states 
in the union, 

In the second half of October, 
1960, the last semi-monthly 
payroll preiod| before Howlett 
was elected Auditor, there were 
217 employes on the payroll of 
the Auditor of Public Account 
according to the monthly statis 
tical summary published by his 
predecessor, 

, Cut Office Payroll 

cost reduction program in- 
stituted by Auditor Howlett cut 
down the payroll to 172.em- 
ployes by the middle of 1962, 
the fewest for many years. 

Since then, new responsibili- 
ties have been added. An entire 
division of 10 Cemetery Care 
employes Was transferred from 
the Department of Financial In- 
stitutions. An investigative divi- 
sion was launched. Many new 
services were added 

On Jan: 1, 1971, there were 
196 employes. But ‘the responsi- 
bilities that were handled by 
the 217 in October, 1960, were 
being handled, in greater vol- 
ume, by only| 182 on Jan. 1, 
1971. 

The other 14 jobs are in- 
volved in duties added to the 
office during Howlett’s tenure 

Despite added responsibilities 
and heavier volume of work, 
the, Auditor's staff actually di- 
minished in size while the total 
personnel of state government 
expanded about 75 per cent. 

The workload of the Auditor's 
office has increased tremend- 
ously. The office workload has 
been’ increased by (1) the 
growth of state government it- 
self, (2) new services instituted 
by the Auditor and (3) new re- 
sponsibilities given the Au 
tor’s office by the legislature. 

In the, 1959-1961 biennium, 
which included the first six 
months of Howlet 
tion, the Illinois 
propriated less than $114 billion 
a year for all of state govern- 
ment. 

$5-Billion Budget 

In the current fiscal 
state government will 
about §5 billion. State 
ment expenditure has 
than tripled in the decade. 

A$ a direct result of this 
growth, all of the Auditor's 
work of keeping track of the 
state government's money has 
expanded in volume. 

In fiscal year 1961, for ex- 
ample, the Auditor's office 
wrote 414 million checks. 
fiscal 1970, with a smaller 
the Auditor wrote more 
seven million. But the increased 
volume of checks tells only part 
of the story. The Audtior not 
only writes more checks, he 
also does more work with in- 
dividual checks. 

When Howlett began his ad- 
ministration in 1961, for exam- 
ple, the only dedutcions from 
payroll checks were for federal 
income tax and state retire- 
ment fund payments. 

Today, the Auditor, with au- 
thorization and consent of the 
employe, deducts also for state 
income) tax, federal social se- 
curity, | insurance, savings

bonds, United Fund, state em- 
ployes’ association dues and 
credit union payments. * 

In fiscal year 1961 there were 
244,000 deductions from ‘state 
pay warrants. In fiscal 1970, 
there were 8,444,544. In 1961, the 
Auditor had an employe for 
every 21,000 warrants written. 
In 1970, he onl yhad one for 
every 38,000. 

Operating Cost Cut 

In 1961, the cost of writing a 
state warrant was 27.6 cents. In 
four years, the Auditor reduced 
the cost to 20.5 cents. Since 
then, in each biennium the leg- 
islature has increased salaries 
for state employes, data proces- 
sing equipment rentals have 
risen,: and! space rentals have 
increased due to lack of space 
in the State Capitol. These in- 
creases have raised the cost of 
the warrant-writing operation, 
but the unit cost is still lower 
than it was 10 years ago. 

Salaries of the Auditor's em- 
ployes, in step with all state 
employes, are up 80 per cent in 
10 years. Equipment rentals are 
up from $11,000 a month in 1961 
to. $23,000 in 1970, Space lease 
rentals rose $5,000 a month. 

But the average cost of writ- 
ing a warrant, as of the end of 
the fiscal year 1970, was still 
only 27 cents—six-tenths of a 
cent lower than in 1961 

On his own initiative, the Au- 
ditor has begun new services to 
safeguard and conserve the tax- 
payers’ money. In April, 1961, 
th months after he took of- 
fice, he began encoding state 
checks with magnetic ink. This 
facilitates handling of the 
checks by the Federal Reserve 
Bank and various banks and 
clearing houses that handle 
them. * 

A few months 
nounced a hew policy unde 
which all elected state officials 
are now required to itemize 
their expense accounts. Pre- 
viously, some had submitted 
expense accounts in lump sums, 
without itemized explanation. 
All accounts now itemize trans- 
portation, lodging, meals, inci- 
dentals, etc., and report the 
destination of travel. 

In his first term, Howlett or- 
ganized a new division of field 
investigators to check against 
irregulaitics in state govern- 
ment financial transactions. As 
a routine measure, investigators 
physically observe distribution 
of thousands of pay checks 
periodically to employes of 

ate agencjes on a surprise 
basis. 

In cooperation with postal au 
thorities and police, the Audi- 
tor’s investigators have crushed 
scheme to alter state checks. 
In 1965, a check, ‘seeming to or- 
der ‘payment ‘of $325 to the 
order of a George Boothe, was 
challenged when presented to 
the state Treasurer for. collec 
tion. The name of the original 
payee, and the original amount, 
had been eradicated by chemi- 
cal action and a fictitious payee 
and amount typed in, 

The check was then used to 
open an account in a savings 
and loan association by a de- 
positor using the fictitious name 
and fake credentials. The de- 
positor left $25 in the account 
and took off with the remaining 
$300.

Depositor Indicted 

Evidence was gathered iden- 
tifying the fraudulent depositor 
as a Thomas Hunt, who was 
indicted for possession of an- 
other state check and several 
stolen government checks 
was sentenced to five y 
the federal: penitentiary. 

As a result of the Hunt case, 
Auditor Howlett changed the ink 
and paper stock used in state 
checks to make alteration more 
difficult. In another case, the 
Auditor's investigators broke 
up a counterfeiting venture, in- 
volving blank checks stolen 
from the Auditor's supplier. 
With help of city and state po- 
lice, the Auditor’s investigators 
gathered evidence against three 
men who subsequently were

Meanwhile, the Auditor 
changed suppliers, with a se- 
curity clause in the new con- 
tract to protect the state from 
handling jof blank checks by 
irresponsible persons. During 
the 10 years of Howlett’s ad- 
ministratipn not one dime has 
been lost to the taxpayers 
through check alteration or at- 
tempted counterfeiting. 


In other investigations, the 
Auditor's field men (1) made a 
tudy of public aid payments to 
doctors and druggists which led 
to a complete review of the 
medical program for assistance 
recipients, in cooperation with 
the Illinois Medical Society, and 
(2) found inadequate records of 
personnel allowances for relief 
patients |in nursing homes, 
which reslilted in new insistence 
by the Department of Public 
Health that the institutions im- 
prove their bookkeeping. 

In 1963, responsibility for su- 
pervising perpetual care funds 
held by privately operated 
cemeteries was transferred to 
the Auditor from the Depart- 
ment of Financial Institutions 
by the legislature. During the 
Auditor's ministration the 
Funeral and Burial funds law 
was found constitutional and 
made operative. This law gives 
the Auditor responsibility to li- 
cense trustees of funeral or bu- 
rial trust funds and see that 
they are properly bonded 

The Auditors has consolidated 
the cemetery care and burial 
trust work under the same staff 
members, to save personnel 
costs. 

In 1963, the General Assem- 
bly enacted a new County Audit- 
ing Law, and assigned respon- 
sibility for its administration to 
the Auditor. This law requires 
87 counties with a population of 
more than 10,000 but fewer than 
500,000 to be audited periodic- 
ally by licensed professional ac- 
countants. 

Campaigned for Bill 

This new legislation was in- 
spired by Howlett, who cam- 
paigned for it in speeches 
throughout Illinois, It grew out 
of his experience in administer- 
ing the Municipal Audit Law, 
enacted in 1951, which requires 
cities and villages to be audited 
ptofessionally. After passage of 
the County Auditing Law, the 
Auditor continued to crusade for 
tighter auditing of local govern- 
ment bodies. 

In 1965 the Auditor was given 
responsibility by the legislature 
for reimbursing county treas- 
urers for salaries paid to as- 
sistant state's attorneys in coun- 
ties where state mental health 
or penal institutions are located.

In 1969, another law author- 
ized the Auditor to reimburse 
their assistant state’s attorneys 
in counties where state senior 
institutions of higher learning 
are located. Since July 1, 1966, 
the Auditor's office has reim- 
bursed county treasurers for a 
portion of probation officers’ 
salaries, The state now pays 
half the salaries of qualified 
full-time probation officers up 
to a maximum of $300 per 
month per employe. 

Throughout his administra- 
tion, Howlett has made ava 
able to newspapers and all oth- 
er responsible authorities any 
information in his possession 
about his own office and about 
state government generally. He 
has enforced the people's “right 
to know.” 

He has installed microfilm 
reader-printers which make it 
possible to find and copy within 
seconds the information on 
checks and supporting vouch- 
ers. Every check and every 
voucher is a public document. 
Two new microfiche viewers 
have been installed to speed up 
location of desired documents. 
Records formerly stored in 10 
different locations have been 
gathered into one place, the new 
Records Control Center at 125 
E, Adams, Springfield. 

More than seven million can- 
celled checks a year are re- 
corded in the center, along with 
vouchers and other supporting 
documents. About 115,000 docu- 
ments are removed from the 
files for inspection in a year, 
and 25,000 photostatic copies 
are made. 

Releases Government Reports 

Auditor Howlett _ publishes 
statewide summaries of reve- 
nue and expenditures of local 
governments. They are com- 
piled from audit reports filed by 
the local bodies under the man- 
datory auditing laws. They are 
useful mostly for officers, 
trustees and finance directors 
of the local governments, who 
can compare their own services 
and programs with those of 
similar bodies of the same size 
elsewhere in Illinois. 

On Jan, 4, this year, the Au- 
ditor began writing state checks

Coming Jan. 20"! 
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peak 
farm Column

The Agricultural Act of 1970 
signed into law by President 
Nixon on Nov. 30 will be the 
basis of farm policy the next 
three years. 

County ASCS officials and Ex. 
tension Advisers heard state 
ASCS officials explain details of 
the Act at a district meeting in 
Vandalia last week. All Madi- 
son county farmers will want to 
know the provisions:of the Act. 

Participation in the program 
is voluntary. To ‘participate, a 
farmer needs to do these 
things: File with the county 
ASCS office his intentions to 
participate, “set-aside” the re- 
quired acreage to a conserving 
use, and maintain the farm’s 
conserving base. 

Farm payments will be made 
for 50 percent of the feed grain 
base and the full wheat allot- 
ment, The entire production of 
the program crop will be eligi- 
ble for a loan. 

Farmers may comply in 
either the wheat program, the 
feed grain program, or both, 
Farm yields will be established 
for program purposes to de- 

; termine per acre payments. 
Set-Aside Acreage 

“Set-aside” acres will be a 
percentage of the farms’ do- 
mestic. wheat allotment under 
the wheat program, or a per- 
centage of the feed grain base 
under the feed grain part’of the 
program. Set-aside acreage 
must be cropland which nor- 
mally would be expected to pro- 
duce a crop for harvest within 
the three preceding years. 

“Domestic wheat allotment” 
is a’new term. The domestic 
wheat allotment for a given 
farm will be about 40 to 45 per- 
cent of last years’ wheat allot 
ment’ for ‘that farm and will 
reflect the amount of total 
wheat used domestically and 
for which certificates will be 
issued to participants. Farmers 
should note that the notice they 
receive of their domestic wheat 
allotment will represent a 55 to 
60 percent reduction from last 
years’ wheat allotment. 

One feature of the new pro- 
gram is that it gives farmers 
who participate in the program 
more flexibility in crops grown 
The new set-aside program will 
allow the “farmer to plant 
whatever crop he wishes on his 
remaining cropland acres after 
idling the required acreage. 

Corn and grain sorghum 
(milo) are considered feed 
grains under the feed grains 
part of the program. 

One point is emphasized 

rd to maintaining the 
ture feéd grain base and wi 
allotment for each farm. Ri 
zardless of whether a farm is 
signed up in the program, a 
certain number of acres of 
wheat or feed grain must be 
planted to avoid a reduction 
ind eventual elimination of the 
farms’ base or allotment. Non- 
participants. will be requested 
lo report crop acreages. All 
farmers should learn the de- 
tails of this provision. 

There will be no cross com- 
pliance between farms in the 
new program. 

The above is riot a complete 
list of all provisions of the new 
farm program. It is intended 
only to be an introduction to 
some of the major provisions. 
County ASCS officials can pro- 
vide more information. 

Guide Explains Rules 

You can get a free copy of 
the 1971 edition of ‘the farmers 
tax guide at the county Exten- 
sion office, 900 Hillsboro, Ed- 
wardsville. 

The 48-page guide prepared 
by the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice explains tax rules of im- 
portance to farmers. Examples 
show how the rules apply to ac- 
tual farming situations. ~ 

Many farmers do not attempt 
to learn all the income tax reg- 
ulations. ‘Théy learn only 
enough to help them to make 
good tax management deci- 
sions, and they hire profession- 
al help to file their income tax 
returns. 

Thirty-five attorneys, account 
ants, andsprivate tax practition- 
ers in Madison county recently 
attended a two-day farm in- 
comé school to receive the 
latest farm income tax infor- 
mation 

A good tax specialist should 
fill out your tax forms and keep 
tax records on file from year 
to year. He should also keep 
you up-to-date on new tax laws 
and rulings as well as on new 
ideas for tax planning and sav- 
ings. A fee of $50 or more is 
not unreasonable for this com- 
plete service.

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Child Born Before End of 1970 
Is Tax Dependent for Entire Year 


(internal Revenue Service) 


Q) Can a child born be- 
fore the end of the year be 
claimed as a dependent for 
the whole year? 


A) Yes, as’ long as the de- 
pendency tests are met for the 
balance of the tax year in which 
the child was born. 

Q) I didn’t have a job 
when I moved here. Does 
that mean I won’t be able 
to deduct my moving costs? 
A) You may be able to de- 

duct your moving expenses if 
you meet certain requirements. 

In fact, anyone moving to ac- 
cept a new job as well as some- 
one transferred to a new loca- 
tion by his present employer 
may qualify. 

The first requirement is that 
your new place of employment 
be at least 50 miles farther 
from your old home than your 
previous job was. 

The second requirement is 
that you be a full-time em- 
ployee on your new job for at 
Jeast 39 weeks during the 12 
months following the move. 

For details, send a postcard 
to your IRS district office and 
ask for a copy of Publication 
521, Tax Information on Mov- 
ing Expenses. 

Q) I didn’t pay any esti- 
mated tax and now I find 
Vm way  underwithheld. 
What should I do? 


A) File an estimated tax 
declaration, Form 1040ES, as 
soon as possible and pay what- 
ever should have been paid by 
this date. 

This will reduce ‘the penalty 
for underpayment of estimated 
tax. 

Form 1040ES and instructions 
may be obtained from any IRS 
office, 

Q) What's the deadline for 


reporting the social security 
tax I withheld for my clean- 
ing woman? 

A) Feb. 1 is the due date 
for the Employer’s Quarter- 
ly Tax’ Return for House- 
hold Employee for Octo- 
ber, November and Decem- 
ber. 

Q) If someone dies during the 
year, does an income tax return 
have to be filed if there was 
any income or earnings? 

A) Yes, the same general tax 
filing requirements apply. to 
taxpayers who are deceased.

Last Will and Testament Ranks 
As the Favorite Legal: Subject 


(Tri-City and Illinois Bar Associations) 


What facet of the law holds 
the most interest and fascina- 
tion for’ the average person? 

If your answer to that ques- 
tion is “wills” you are correct. 

The greatest number of in- 
quiries the State Bar Associa- 
tion receives from you readers 
have to.do with various aspects 
of estate and probate law—the 
settlement of wills by, courts, 
lawful heirs, questions ind le- 
gality of wills and so on, 

Why this fascination with the 
subject? The idea of making a 
will or—better still—being the 
beneficiary of one touches the 
lives of! many people. 

Also, wills have historically 
been a matter of great public 
interest and have played roles 
in countless dramas — both in 
fiction and in real life—includ- 
ing murder, fake wills and im- 
personation of heirs. 

Finally, as a legal concept, 
man’s right to accumulate prop- 
erty and bequeath it dates al- 
most as far back as recorded 
history, 

The idea of a will apparently 
got started about 3000 B.C. 
Egyptian documents of that 
date had provisions for the dis- 
posal of property after the own- 
er’s death. 

And under Hammurabi, king 
of Babylon in 1900 B.C., a fa- 
ther. could disinherit his son for 
good cause, by proof, before a 
court of law. 

There is no question that 
an inheritance meant a lot 
even in those days. The Old 
‘Testament likens an inheri- 
tance to the blessing of the 
Almighty. “Blessed ig the 
nation whose God is the 
Lord; and the people whom 
he hath chosen for his inher- 
itance,” the Bible says. 

And everyone knows the 
story about the young man 
who asked Jesus to “speak 
to my brother that he may 
divide his inheritance with 
me.” 

The Romans get the credit for 
developing the idea of handing 
down property to a point that 
included a kind of living trust. 

A sonless Patrician, of the

property-owning upper class, 
could go before a council known 
as the “Comitia Calata” and 
make an absolute gift of his 
property to an “‘haeres,”” with 
the understanding that the heir 
would not try to collect it until 
after the owner’s death. 

The right of the Roman to 
make bestowals, however, was 
restricted to regular family suc- 
cession. He could make be- 
quests to others only if no one 
in his clan survived him, or if 
living members of the clan 
waived their rights. 

To keep everything on the up 
and up, each er of 
clan had 
Comitia C 

Later, the Romans began put- 
ting their wills into writing. The 
will had to be signed by seven 
witnesses instead of being an- 
nounced publicly, and the con- 
tents could be kept secret. 

Upon the fall of Rome, 
feudal law took over the 
matter of wills. It decreed 
that only the oldest son 
could inherit: real property. 
During the Middle Ages, 

priests usually drafted the wills 
because so few people could 
read or write. 

In 1170, Pope Alexander IIT 
decreed that no one could make 
a will except in the presence of 
a priest. The church also had 
jurisdiction over the probate 
of wills of personal property. 

Gradually, the Roman idea 
of wills, which the priests 
had successfully applied to 
personal property all along, 
was extended to real prop- 
erty. 

In 1535, Henry VIII forced 
Parliament to adopt the 
“Statute of Uses,” which 
again prevented wills of 
land. But the king soon 
yielded to pressure from 
landowners and the Statute 
of Wills, passed in 1540, re- 
stored their right te make 
wills. 

Parliament decreed that ev- 
ery will had to be in writing. 
A’ similar requirement is con- 
tained in the Jilinois law relat- 
ing to wills.

“A county which has a chief executive 
officer elected by the electors of the county and 
any municipality which has a population of 
more than 25,000 are home rule units... . 
Powers and functions of home rule units shall 
be construed liberally.”

‘A city would not attempt to function with- 
out a mayor, a state without a_governor, or 
the nation without a president. The same rea- 
soning strongly suggests that Madison County 
have a single official who could provide leader- 
ship and coordination of the diverse functions. 

Another provision of the 1970 State Con- 
stitution relates that ‘‘each county shall elect a 
sheriff, county clerk and treasurer—and may 
elect or appoint a coroner, recorder, assessor, 
auditor and such other officers as provided by 
law or by county ordinance. Any office may 
be created or eliminated and the ‘terms of of- 
fice and manner of selection changed by coun- 
ty-wide referendum. 

“Offices other than sheriff, county clerk 
and treasurer may be eliminated and the terms 
of office and manner of selection changed by 
law. Offices other than sheriff, county clerk, 
treasurer, coroner, recorder, assessor and audi- 
tor may be eliminated and the terms of office 
and manner of selection changed by county 
ordinance. 

“The county treasurer or the person desig- 
nated to perform his functions ma'y act as 
treasurer of any unit of local government and 
any school district in his county when requested 
by any such unit or school district, and shall 
so act when required to do so by law.” 

A previous prohibition, that the sheriff 
and treasurer cannot succeed themselves, is 
omitted from the new constitution.

Remember W. C. Fields’ ‘Little Chickadee’? 
She’s Alive, Well, Roosting in This County 


We are impressed by the endurance, dedi- 
cation and visual acuity of members of the 
Southwest Chapter of the Illinois Audubon So- 
ciety. Their members have just completed an 


annual bird census, covering a 15-mile circle 


from Collinsville southward. 

More than a quarter-million birds of 37 
species were sighted, the list being dominated 
by an estimated 100,000 common grackles, an 
equal number of starlings and 50,000 redwing 
blackbirds, not to mention numerous house 
sparrows and 63 slate-colored juncos. 

Observation indicates that up to a half- 
million blackbirds of different varieties use the 
Madison-St. Clair Counties area as a winter 
roosting site. And several species usually con- 
sidered to be migratory also are steady winter- 
time residents here; among this category are 
robins (37 seen during the census) and Ameri- 
can goldfinches (seven). 

The bird watchers made special note of 
the European tree sparrow, found only in this 
metropolitan area; | 8 were'seen. 

Iso recorded were cardinals, 80; mal- 
lards, 75; ringbill gulls, 60; common crows, 
44; bluejays, 37; mourning doves, 30; mock- 
ingbirds and rock doves, 24 each; meadow- 
larks, 16; horned larks, 15; black-capped 
chickadees, 12; flickers, nine; red-headed 
woodpeckers, seven; marsh hawks, six; herring 
gulls and red-bellied woodpeckers, five each; 
tufted titmouses, Carolina wrens and red-tailed 
hawks, four each; downy woodpeckers, three: 
and last, but far from least, a blue wing teal, a 
yellow-bellied sapsucker and a Carolina chick- 
adee.

March of 
Dimes researchers are now 
searching out the secrets of 
genetics and environmental dis- 
eases that cut short or grievous- 
ly impair the lives of thousands 
of babies. 

As ways to prevent birth de- 
fects are found, The National 
Foundation goes into action to 
make them known throughout 
the health professions. 

The Foundation also _under- 
takes to spread the word to the 
public, for without an informed 
citizenry, scientific research is 
not supported as vigorously as 
it should be—and programs to 
implement scientific discoveries 
are not carried out as fully as 
they ought to be. 

Only by, these means can 
death or grave disability for 
thousands of babies be ultimate- 
ly eliminated. 

Our goal is to give every one 
of those future babies his birth- 
right: the right to a healthy 
vigorous start in life. With the 
public's help, we will reach our 
goal

“Tsolated eating” is the expres- 
sion for a trend in America that 
is increasing by leaps and bounds. 
It means members of the family 
each having breakfast on their 
own — perhaps grabbing what- 
ever is available. Or father pick- 
ing up a sweet roll and coffee in 
‘a paper cup as he boards the 
commuter train. 

It can include kids frequenting 
vending machines at school for a 
snack instead of breakfast at 
home. It can mean mother hav- 
Ing |.breakfast. by herself after 
everyone else is off for the day. 

Evening Meals, Too 

But most of all I sense that 
even family evening meals in- 
creasingly are being foregone. 
Children may eat after school in- 
stead of later. Mother’s evening 
dinner may be dictated by the 
timing of something on television. 
Father often eats downtown, or 
muth later when he finally gets 
home. 

So much is awhirl these days. 
Only on weekends, and some- 
times not even then, do some 
families sit down together for a 
meal and, hopefully, for enjoy- 
able family conversation 
Should we fight “isolated eat- 
ing?” 

I think every family should 
make sure it is kept to the mini- 
mum that necessity demands. The 
family, I think, is still our real 
hope for the kind of communica- 
tion and decency in human re- 
Jations that are so needed these

days. And meals together are an 
important part of the family 
fabric. 

But we need not get too upset 
if traditional patterns of family 
eating are only partly modified.

All meals, all snacks 
should come from these groups 
with added fats, oils and sweets 
for the flavor and satisfaction 
they offer, and as necessary for 
energy. Children especially 
should not be allowed to gorge on 
so-called fun foods. 


Methods Hamper 


Health Care System Effectiveness

Chamber of Commerce: 


Here's to your good health, 
and hoping one of these ‘days 
you will have the best health 
care in the world. This is a 
fitting sentiment for this time 
of the year. It is also a worthy 
goal for the United States. 

Despite America’s power and 
wealth — despite our great pro- 
ductive capacity, ingenuity and 
everything else — our health 
care system is not, at present, 
as effective as we would like it 
to be. It is, in fact, considerably 
in need of improvement . 

It is beset by problems, short- 
comings and inequities. It needs 
reform. It needs a_thorough- 
going overhauling. The prob- 
lems which today plague our 
health care system fall into 
four overlapping areas: 

1. Costs — Hospital and 
medical costs are skyrock- 
éting. If you have been 
seriously ill lately, you 
know this. 
| 2. Shortages—Under pres- 
ent arrangements, there is 
a shortage of manpower— 
doctors, nurses and techni- 
cians. According to the De- 
partment of Health, Edu- 
cation and Welfare, the doc- 
tor shortage now stands at 
50,000. 

Also, there is a shortage of 
facilities, hospitals, medical 
and dental schools, health care 
centers, clinics. What facilities 
we do have are not evenly dis- 
tributed. .Many communities 
are entirely without health care. 

3. Poor delivery — In most 
communities the “delivery sys- 
tem” by which the individual 
should be able to receive health 
care is inefficient. Too often, it 
doesn’t work. 

4. Lack of quality control— 
Finally, there is a lack of a 
method and means of evalu- 
ating the quality of health care, 
and for stepping up the quality. 

Business is concerned about 
national health care for the 
simple reason that business is 
interested in the well-being of 
its employes — the indispensa- 
ble human resources who pro- 
duce the nation’s goods and 
services and make the opera- 
tion of a business possible. 

Business is also the largest 
single private purchaser of 
health care. 

It spends $12 billion a year 
for health insurance and other 
medical benefits. It wants to 


e of the United States 


get its money's worth, and 
there’s nothing wrong with that. 

To deal effectively with any 
problem, the first step is to 
know with sureness what the 
root causes of the problems are, 
and what can be done in a 
practical way to solve the 
problem. Hl 

The National Chamber, there- 
fore, has set up a top-level pan- 
el of business leaders and éx- 
perts in the field of health and 
medicine to make a complete 
study of the situation, and to 
recommend national policy and 
action to give us a far better 
health-care system. We want 
the best in the world. 

The study panel is composed 
of four task forces, correspond- 
ing to the four problem areas. 
The findings and recommenda- 
tions of these task forces will 
be widely publicized and ex- 
plained. 

We have no preconceived no- 
tions as to how the health-care 
system should be reconstructed, 
or by whom it should be 
planned, controlled ‘and oper- 
ated. We do have some con- 
structive ideas as to what the 
health-care system should be— 
and what it should be desigited 
to achieve. 

In organization and struc- 
ture, it should be modern 
and streamlined. It should 
not indulge in unnecessary 
paperwork. 

It should protect the free- 
dom of the doctor to, prac- 
tice medicine in accordance 
with his own professional 
lights. It should protect the 
freedom of the patient to 
choose the type of treatment 
and care he prefers, 

It should not go wild on 
spending. It should not! contrib- 
ute to inflation. . 

Making use of all the scien- 
tific and other means available, 
it should produce good health 
for all the American people. 

And, of vital importance to 
the future of the country, it 
should not be a multi-billion- 
dollar political football. This is 
a prime danger to be avoided. 

Health care affects everyone. 
It affects the sick and the well, 
the well-to-do and the indigent. 

It affects the person who re- 
ceives it, and the person who 
provides the money to pay for 
it through taxes and otherwise. 

Congress will take action on 
health care, sooner or later.

And slacks 
worn with jackets come in 
bright, lively shades rather than 
conservative muted colors. 

A new fashion trend features 
a sophisticated look in what has 
been considered casual lines and 
styles. Since blazers have been 
a long-standing favorite with 
men, it was only a matter of 
time until the fashion industry 
took the blazer one step further 
and came up with the blazer 
suit. It consits of a solid color 
blazer—single- or double-breas' 
ed—combined with a pair of 
matching pants. 

Although) men still prefer to 
wear the blazer suit primarily 
for casual occasions some are 
beginning to include them as 
business attire.

PINCH OF SPICE 
MAKES EVERYTHING NICE 

The creative and imaginative 
cook can transform an ordinary 
dish into a real delicacy by 
adding a dash of this and a 
pinch of that. Once you've 
learned to enhance food flavor 
with a sprinkle of an herb or a 
dash of spice, you've discoveretl 
the secret of superb cooks. 

However, the secret is in lim- 
iting the amount to a dash, 
pinch or a sprinkle. 

Begin by using spices in small 
quantities; you can always add 
more later. In short, don’t use 
seasonings so heavily that you 
disguise the flavor of the food. 
As a general guide — use one 
fourth teaspoon of herbs or 
spices for each four servings. 

When substituting dried herbs 
for fresh ones, use one-half tea- 
spoon of dried leaf herbs for 
‘two teaspoons of minced fresh 
herbs. In other words, reduce 
the quantity to one-fourth as 
much. 

Dried herbs and spices need 
moisture to unlock their true 
flavor, so add them to the liquid 
in your recipe. Be sure to crush 
all leaf herbs, such as thyme, 
oregano and rosemary to re- 
lease their flavor and essence. 

Heat desttoys the flavor .of 
spices. When foods require long 
periods of cooking — for exam- 
ple, stew or soup—add the sea- 
sonings: during the last hour. 

Whole spices are recommend- 
ed for pickles and beverages 
because ground spices will cloud 
the liquid. Tie herbs and whole 
spices in a small square of 
cheesecloth so you can remove 
them easily before serving. This 
also prevents seasoning specks 
in the finished product.

Canal Freight 


In 1970; Almost 5 Million Over 1969 


Freight shipments through the 
Chain of Rocks locks and canal 
during 1970 set a new record 
for the 17-year-old facility as 
more than 50 million tons 
passed through the canal, near- 
ly five million tons more than 
last year. 

A ‘total of 50,747,918 tons 
freight was locked through the 
canal in 1970, compared to the 
previous record of 46,364,453 
tons set in 1969. Shipments 
through the canal have more 
than doubled in the last decade 
from 22,942,101 tons in 1960 

With the exception of 1963 
each year's total has continued 
to set a new record. The ton 

shipped through the locks 

pped from 43,243,645 in 1967 

0 in 1968. Since Jan 

1, 1960 nearly 400-million tons of 

freight have been — shipped 
through the\ canal. 

The total number of vessels 
passing through the Jocks dur- 
ing 1970 also rose abov 1969, 
with 65.541, compared to 61,834 
Total 1970 lockages were only 
slightly above the 1969 figure 
with 11,353 in 1970 and 11,003 in 
1969 

Down in December 


In December, a decline from 
the 5.4-million tons in October 
to 4.5 million tons in November, 
continued as a total of 3,603,388 
tons passed through the canal. 
Of that figure, 3,602,888 tons 
was commercial freight and 500 
tons was government freight 

The total number of vessels 
passing through the locks de 
creased from 5,411 in November 
to 4,766 in December with com- 
mercial tow boats decreasing 
from 951 in November to 901 in 
December, commercial har S 
decreasing from 4,390 to 3,818, 
private recreation boats going 
from 46 to 18 and U. S. barges 
declining from 12 to eight 

Showing increases were U. S 
tow boats, patrol boats and con- 
tractor boats. Government tow 
boats went up from three in 
November to four in December 
Patrol boats increased from 
nine to 16 and contractor boats 
went from zero to one.
